WATERSHED  WILDFIRE.  16-mm.,  sound,  in  color;  also  black  and 
white;  running  time,  21  minutes.     Released  1958. 

The  Santa  Inez  Watershed  on  Los  Padres  National  Forest  in  California 
was  damaged  by  wildfire  which  raced  up  the  steep  brush-covered  canyons, 
destroying  the  protection  of  vegetative  cover  in  its  wake.  To  help  control 
and  suppress  this  holocaust,  U.  S.  Marines,  California  State  fire  fighting 
personnel  and  Indian  forest  fire  fighters  cooperated  with  Forest  Service 
fire  fighting  crews  for  weary  days  and  nights  until  the  area  was  safe, 
and  the  closed  highways  and  railway  rights-of-way  could  be  reopened  to 
traffic.  The  importance  of  reseeding  immediately  of  such  areas  to  help 
prevent  devastating  floods  with  the  advent  of  the  rainy  season  is  em- 
phasized. Everyone's  help  is  needed  in  support  of  fire  prevention,  fire 
detection  and  fire  control  —  to  keep  earth's  green  blanket  on  our  western 
watersheds  and  to  keep  water  flowing  to  the  people  of  the  West.  Here, 
scorched  earth  was  the  price  of  human  carelessness.  TV  use  permitted.
